2. Full Karaoke function keys on front panel and remote 
control. 

3. Outputs on rear panel to fit professional and home 
entertainment applications. 

4. Professional Karaoke ECHO effect and high 
sensitivity input are compatable with different 
microphones and Amplifiers. 

5. Individual vocal output, music and vocal mixer output 
and 5. 1 channel output. It is easy to connect the DGX- 
500 to professional DJ equipment and home theater 
systems. 

6. Convenience of being able to change up to 4 discs 
while playing any of the discs. 
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FUNCTIONS: 



1 . Number Keys - Press the desired number for 
playing, changing, or programming. To operate 
numbers above 9, press two number keys. For 
example, song No. 18, press 1 and 8. 

NOTE: When PBC (Play Back Control) on, It won't play 
until you press desired number and PLAY button. After 
finishing song playing, it will stop and wait for your 
operation of repeating or selecting another song. 

2. MENU - Press the MENU key once to return to the 
root menu. 

3. DISC TRAYS - Press EM to open all 5 trays. The 
player can play different formats such DVD, CD+G, 
SVCD, CVD, VCD2.0, VCD3.0, MP-3, CD, CD-R, CD- 
RW, DVCD, JPEG etc. Press E«±] or ["3 or OD to close 
the tray door, it will play from Disc 1 to 5 automatically. 

4. DDPLAY- Play button, press the button to close disc 
tray for playing automatically. 

5. @ ALL DISC OPEN OR CLOSE DOOR- For open 
and close tray door. When it is open, all 5 discs will 
come out and indicator is on, press again, indicator 
is off. 

6. CjlH PAUSE- Pause button, when the disc is playing, 
press the button to pause playing. 

7. ZD PLAYING OPEN OR CLOSE TRAY DOOR- You 

can change 4 discs while one is playing. Press [EE, 4 
trays will open except for the disc that is playing. Press 
[EE again to close tray door. 

8. SSKIP BACKWARD - Press to go to the 
beginning of the current or previous track. 

9. DISC 1 BUTTON - When tray door closes, it will play 
from Disc 1 automatically and continuously. You can 
also play desired disc by pressing corresponding disc 
number button. 

NOTE: The light will blink quickly while changing discs. 
At this time, Disc button is not available. Please wait a 
moment until drive finishes operating, then press disc 
button. While the drive searches for discs, the indicator 
will light, if no disc is in the tray, the indicator will turn 
off. Some discs will play in PBC mode, and will not 
continue to play these automatical ly.These discs can 
only be played after pressing the desired Buttons. (See 
REMOTE 17.PBC) 

10. SVOLUME CUT DOWN- Use to lower the 
MASTER VOLUME level. 

11. DISC 2 BUTTON - When tray door closes, it will play 
from Disc 2 automatically and continuously. 

12. [IDS ELECT CHANNEL- MPX switch, press (3D to 
select L channel, R channel or ST. Information will be 
shown on TV screen. 

13. DISC 3 BUTTON - When tray door closes, it will play 
from Disc 3 automatically and continuously. 

14. ^SELECT AUDIO MODE- Select different audio 
modes. 

1 5. DISC 4 BUTTON - When tray door closes, it will play 
from Disc 4 automatically and continuously. 



16. CEDKEY CONTROL DOWN- Transposes the music 
key. Use to lower key by a halftone. 

NOTE: Key control is not available in non Karaoke 
mode. 

17. DISC 5 BUTTON - When tray door closes, it will play 
from Disc 5 automatically and continuously. 

18. COKEY CONTROL UP- Transposes the music key. 
Use to raise key by a half tone. 

19. MIC TREBLE control - Use to make HIGH 
FREQUENCY adjustments to MIC output. 

20. MIC BASS control - Use to make LOW 
FREQUENCY adjustments to MIC output. 

21 . ECHO control - Use to control the amount of ECHO 
applied to MIC CHANNELS 1 & 2. 

22. S VOLUME - Used to adjust the MASTER 
VOLUME level. 

23. MIC 2 VOL control - Use to control the volume 
output from MIC CHANNEL 2. 

24. SKIP FORWARD- Press to go to the beginning 
of the next track. 

25. MIC 1 VOL control - Use to control the volume 
output from MIC CHANNEL 1 . 

26. STOP - Press to STOP a playback. 

27. MIC 1 &2 INPUTJacks - Connects a MICROPHONE 
with 1/4" plug. 

28. display window - Displays player status 
such as timeand song number. If no disc is in 
the disc trays, the display window will display 
NO DISC. Detailed information will also be 
shown on TV screen. 

29. POWER - Switches between power ON and 
STANDBY. 



OPERATION: 

First, take out all the discs. 

Second, press STOP and CHANGE at the same time. 
The lights will flash fast. When lights flash slowly and 
LOC showed on the display, it means that the disc trays 
are locked.

Audio. 

5. VOLUME control - Volume control for Mixer output. 

6. MIXER OUTPUT - Output for mixing vocal and music. 

7 . VOCAL OUTPUT - Only vocal output. It can be used 
as professional Karaoke output. 

8. ELECTRIC PLUG - AC power connection (100- 
240V.50-60 Hz). 

9. VGAJACK- Progressive scan output. Connect then 
press VGA button on remote control. To change the 
default setting, make the change in the SETUP menu 
before using it.

13. MUSIC LEFT & RIGHT CHANNEL OUTPUT - Please 
connect to TV or Amplifier. These music outputs do not 
utilize the mixer functions. 



REMOTE CONTROL FUNCTIONS: 




1 . @ ALL DISC OPEN OR CLOSE DOOR- To Open 
and close tray door. When door is open, all 5 discs will 
come out and indicator will be lit, press EZiH again, 
indicator will off. 

2. DISC 1 TO 5 BUTTON - When tray door closes, it will 
play from Disc 1 to 5 automatically and continuously. 
You can also play desired disc by pressing 
corresponding disc number button. 

3. Number Keys - Press the desired number for 
playing, changing, or programming. To operate 
numbers above 9, press two number keys. For 
example, song No. 18, press 1 and 8. 

4. TITLE BUTTON - DVD title has an indication number 
which makes it easy to locate. 

5. MENU BUTTON - Press MENU once to return to the 
root menu. 

6. UP BUTTON - Press UP once to turn to the previous 
menu. 

7. SUBTITLE BUTTON - Press SUBTITLE repeatedly 
until the desired language is selected. 

8. LEFT BUTTON - Press LEFT once to move cursor to 
the left menu. 

9. ENTER BUTTON - Used together with other keys for 
confirming. 

1 0. SLOW PLAY BUTTON - It is available for VCD and 
DVD. 

11 . ANGLE SELECT BUTTON -When playing DVD, 
select view for multi-angle. 

1 2. DOWN BUTTON - Press DOWN once to turn to the 
next menu. 

13. P/N BUTTON -PAL/NTSC switch. 

14. FB(FASTER BACKWARD) BUTTON - Shifts the 
playing location backward quickly. 

15. RETURN BUTTON -When the PBC is ON, press to 
goto the menu. 

1 6. m SKIP BACKWARD BUTTON - Press to go to the 
beginning of the current or previous track. 

17. TIME BUTTON - When the disc is playing, press to 
look into the disc play time parameter. 

1 8. PLAY BUTTON - Press the button to close disc tray 
for playing automatically. 

1 9. STOP BUTTON - Press to STOP a playback. 

20. RESUME BUTTON - When the tray is stop, press to 
start play from where the stopping point. 

21 . MUSIC MODE BUTTON - Surround sound modes 
button, press the button to select different sound 
modes. 

22. AUDIO BUTTON - Select different audio modes. 

23. MUTE BUTTON - Turns off all audio. 

24. L/R BUTTON - Select different channels. 

25. VOL- BUTTON - Press to lower the music volume. 



26.27.28. KEY CONTROL BUTTON- Transposes the 
music key. 

UP # button: use to raise key by a halftone. 
NORMAL 4 button: return to original key tone. 
DOWN h button: use to lower key by a halftone. 
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29. VOL+ BUTTON- Press to turn up the music volume. 

30. PAUSE BUTTON- While the disc is playing, press to 
pause playing. 

31 . PCB BUTTON- Play Back Control Button. PBC off is 
off by default. In PBC ON mode, while playing CD or 
CD Graphics (CD+G) disc, play will automatically stop 
after each Song is finished playing. It can only be 
operated after pressing PLAY button or the desired 
track number button. When playing VCD2.0 disc, it will 
play in menu selection or your operation. 

32. ~ SKIP FORWARD BUTTON- Press to go to the 
beginning of the next track. 

33. STEP BUTTON - Press to play the frame step by 
step. Press the PLAY button once to resume playback. 

34. FF(FASET FORWARD) BUTTON- Shifts the playing 
location forward quickly. 

35. VGA BUTTON- Progressive scan output. 

36. ZOOM BUTTON- It can enlarge picture by two, 
three, or four times. Press direction button to enlarge 
removed parts. 

37. DIGEST BUTTON- Be used to skim the content of 
the track. In stop mode, press DIGEST button, you can 
choose 3 modes. Press 4 button to exit. 

38. RIGHT BUTTON - Press RIGHT once to switch to 
the right menu. 

39. A-B BUTTON - A-B REPEAT. 
1 .Set a starting point A. 

2. Set an end point B. 

Afterwards, the unit plays from A to B. 
3. Press A-B again, till A-B disappears. 

40. SETUP BUTTON - 

1 .Press SETUP to select the main menu. 

2. Press direction button to select and press CONFIRM 

button to confirm. 

41 . REPEAT BUTTON - You may repeat a track, a disc 
according to the following steps. 

1 .Repeat a track - Press REPEAT, the screen shows 
REP ONE, the unit plays the current track. 
2. Repeat all - Press REPEAT, the screen shows REP 
ALL, the unit plays all the tracks on the disc. 

42. RANDOM BUTTON - When the disc is stopped, 
press the RANDOM button to play tracks randomly . 

43. CLEAR BUTTON - To delete all programmed tracks 
you have entered. 

44. SEARCH BUTTON - You may directly enter a time 
to search for on a disc; the disc plays from that point. 

45. PROGRAM BUTTON - To enter programmed 
tracks. Press the STOP button and the PROGRAM 
button to program tracks. After that, press the PLAY 
button to play. 

46. W OPEN OR CLOSE TRAY DOOR- You can 

change up to 4 non playing discs while one is playing. 
Press E*3, other 4 discs will open except for the disc 
that is playing. Press E*] again to close tray door. 

47. POWER BUTTON- Switches between power ON 
and STANDBY. 
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
